apparatus for adjusting the congestion window state variable in a packet 
network using sliding window flow control based on round-trip time 
measurement, classified in class 370, subclass 236.1 . 
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IV. Claims 44-49,54 are drawn to a method and a corresponding apparatus 
for allocating transmission rate among a plurality of connections in a 
packet network using sliding window flow control, classified in class 370, 
subclass 230.
